Peter Tredinnick says his main claim 
to fame has been to be a mate of Craig 
Johnston who is now one of the 
superstars of British soccer. 

Tredinnick actually went to England and 
trained with Johnston at Middlesbrough 
before returning home to do an arts course 
at University for three years. 

Tredinnick grew up in Newcastle with 
Johnston and they played together in the 
Lake Macquarie juniors. 

While Johnston has done well in 
England Tredinnick has had his share of 
success back home. 

He was in the Australian youth squad 
which went to Paraguay while he was play- 
ing with Newcastle KB United. 

Australia played two draws with Israel 
and lost twice to group winners Paraguay 
playing before capacity crowds of 65,000 
each time and Tredinnick played in the four 
games. 

He started his career as a junior in 
Guyra, near Armidale and his father was 
moved to Newcastle in his job as a teacher. 

After showing plenty of promise in his 
junior days with Lake Macquarie, he joined 
Newcastle at the start of 1977. 

With the Newcastle side he experienced 
all the soccer mania that erupted in their 
first season and said he sees a similar thing 
taking place in Wollongong. 

“It may be on a a smaller scale but the 
crowd noise here is tremendous and the 
players appreciate this type of backing,” he 
said. 

Tredinnick has settled in well to his new 
surroundings and says the Wollongong

THE DAY CORRIMAL HIT 11 


PEEP IN TO 
THE PAST 


Sunday, October 16, 1955 was yet 
another glory day for soccer in the 
Wollongong district and it will always be 
memorable to.Corrimal Rangers Club. 

Corrimal Rangers were one of the top 
teams of the old State League in the 50's 
and had some of the biggest names in 
Australian soccer on their books. 

Back in 1955 the Rangers went to 
Lambert Park to meet traditional rivals 
Cessnock in the grand final of the State 
Cup. 

The previous week Corrimal thrashed 
Wallsend 8-1 to qualify for the final but the 
players expected a tougher game from a 
more determined Cessnock side. 

As things turned out Corrimal turned on 
a magical display of attacking soccer and 
hammered their northern rivals in to the 
Lambert Park turf with an 11-3 drubbing. 

Soccer writers ran out of words to 
describe the performance with wing half 
Phil Peters scoring a hat-trick following on 
his hat-trick the previous week. 

Daily Mercury soccer expert, Syd Fairs 
said Corrimal were magnificent in every 
department. 

“The first half was the greatest exhibi- 
tion of football | have seen from an 
Australian club team,” Fairs said. 

“For Cessnock to be down 6-0 at half- 
time was no disgrace against the type of 
football we have seen from touring teams, 
but local sides have been unable to 
emulate.” 

Corrimal’s team was J. Brown, W. 
Taylor, G. Callan, R. Bignell, G. Wheatley, 
R. Young, R. Burns, P. Peters, K. Lear- 
month, E. Drain, W. Kerr. 

Within five minutes of the start, Bignell 
took a throw-in 30 yards from the right cor- 
ner flag. Learmonth gained possession and 
beat Nelson with a low shot. 

Drain sent a low cross into the 
Cessnock goal area after 15 minutes, and 
Nelson partially saved a Burns shot. Burns 
regained the ball toi blast it past Nelson for 
goal No. 2. 

The Cessnock defence concentrated on 


keeping Burns out of the game, so Corrimal 
switched its attention to left winger Kerr. 

And the move paid off. Learmonth, 
though well positioned to score, saw Kerr 
in a more favourable position in the 27th 
minute. He slipped the ball to Kerr and goal 
No. 3 was on the board. 

Kerr was only inches wide minutes 
later. Peters took the score to 5-O soon 
after and Bignall made it 6-0 at half-time. 
Hampered by a leg injury, Callan moved to 
left wing, and Drain switched to left fullback 
on the resumption. 

Only three minutes of the second half 
had gone when Burns took a pass from 
Bignell, rounded Pettigrew and placed the 
ball past Nelson for Corrimal’s seventh 
goal. 

Drinkwater got his reward by scoring 
minutes later, but the goal only spurred 
Corrimal on. 

¥err crashed the ball into the net in the 
62nd minute for an 8-1 lead. 

Cessnock's second goal came in 
unusual circumstances. Corrimal 
goalkeeper Brown was about to clear the 
ball when O'Neill darted in, kicked the ball 
out of his hands, and scored. 

Drain kept Corrimal seven ahead, when 
he scored from a penalty after Pettigrew 
had handled. 

Cessnock added goal No. 3 from the 
kick-off. O'Neill barged down the centre, 
slipped the ball to Drinkwater, who passed 
to Almond, who scored. 

Wheatley scored from a penalty, and 
Peters made it 11-3 minutes from time.

THE RED MACHINE! 


WHAT MAKES THEM 
SO CONSISTENT? 


Liverpool _won’t win the current 
English first division title, but the fact re- 
mains they have been the top team of the 
last 10 years . . . possibly this century 
and people are still asking what is their 
secret. 

Two Scots and a Geordie supplied com- 
pelling reasons which go towards making 
the whole of the answer. Denis Law, once a 
magical figure in the red jersey of Man- 
chester United and the dark blue of 
Scotland, gave his version as he watched 
the F.A. Cup semi-final confrontation bet- 
ween an Arsenal side a goal ahead and a 
Liverpool team battling grimly, in the third 
replay, to salvage at least another draw. 

“Liverpool,” said Denis, “They never 
give up....” 

The Gunners went to Wembley with that 
Brian Talbot goal; and Liverpool, dog-tired 
after their exertions over 210 minutes of 
Cuptie football that week, retired to lick 
their wounds and wind themselves up again 
for the vital League Championship tussle 
with Aston Villa at Anfield on the Saturday. 

When the game was over, the trophy re- 
mained at Anfield. 

Current Scotland international Graeme 
Souness, who in little more than two years. 
at Liverpool was collecting his third medal, 
smiled as he was asked for Liverpool's 
secret, then said: “They stick to the basics, 
keep things simple.” 

And the Geordie, Liverpool manager 
Bob Paisley, whose accent still betrays him 
after more than 40 years at Anfield, added 
his verdict: “You like to entertain, but you 
can't always do that . . . it’s winning that's 
important.” 

A philosophy to which Liverpool chair- 
man Mr. John W. Smith subscribes even 
more firmly, for more than once he has 
been heard to say “Winning isn’t the impor- 
tant thing . . . it's the ONLY thing.” 

When the late Harry Reynolds was the 
chairman of Leeds United, during the days 
when the duel for top dog always seemed 
to be between Leeds and Liverpool, he had 
a saying that “you get nowt for being se- 
cond.” 

Leeds knew, more than once, what it 
was like to finish up with the consolation 
prize, and Liverpool, too, have experienced 
such disappointments. They went to 
Wembley in 1971, and lost; they missed 
out in the 1978 final of the Football League

Sammy Lee with the championship 
trophy after Liverpool beat Aston Villa. 
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Cup; in 1979 they went to the semi-finals 
of the F.A. Cup, and 12 months later they 
reached the semi-finals not only of that 
competition, but of the League Cup. 

Yet if you look at Liverpool's match-day 
programme, the Anfield Review, one fact 
stands out as you examine the club's roll- 
call of honours. While many a club would 
have no hesitation in listing appearances in 
semi-finals and finals, Liverpool record only 
times they have WON. Even getting to 
Wembley ranks as nothing, if they walk off 
the field as losers. 

On one occasion when a visiting side 
won at Anfield, one wit — impeccably im- 
itating the gravel-like tones of Shankly — 
was heard to rasp: “The Fitba’ League wull 
nivver accept this result!” 

Shankly inspired his players to the point 
when men like Emlyn Hughes and Kevin 
Keegan almost idolised him. Steve 
Heighway once said that he wouldn't have 
missed serving under Shankly for anything. 
“It was an experience, quite an 
experience,” was how he put it. 

Shankly achieved a rapport with the fam-
